gives the annual averages 
of all long-time records 
completed by Holstein-Friesian cows and heifers for each 
year since 1910, giving the number of records, the average 
milk and fat production and the percentage of fat. 

In studying this table, the following facts should be 
borne in mind. The ten months division began to be a 
factor in the fiscal year 1919-20 (listed as 1920) so that 
the average lactation is about half a month less than was 
the case during the earlier years. Also, during the last 
three years, special classifications have been maintained 
for records made on two-time and three-time-a-day milking, 
resulting undoubtedly in a larger proportion of tests made 
on less than 4-time milking, just over 40%: of the records 
of the past three years having been made in Classifications 
B and C. 

From 1910 to 1928, we are told, the average dairy cow 
of this country has increased her average yearly produc- 
tion from 3,116 Ibs. to 4,600 Ibs. milk. The rate of in- 
crease (nearly 50%) is much more creditable than the 
amount of the production which is still far below such 
countries as Holland and Denmark. It is good to feel 
that we are making progress. We do object, however.

€ “average” dairy cow. To maintain the prestige of the 
pure bred cow for every-day work jn the dairy herd will 
require constant and intelligent effort in breeding and 
selection and along with it the knowledge that as pure 
bred limits are pushed higher, we are at the same time 
making possible similar higher levels for the grade herds. 

This in itself is a public service of the highest importance 

that pure bred breeders are performing and for which they 

should get more recognition. 

There is much food for thought in the column of av- 
erage fat percentages. In spite of the attention that 
breeders so generally have given to higher tests during 
recent years, it will be noted that only one year in the 
past seven (1927) has come up to the average of the whole 
19-year period. while every one of the first ten years 
exceeds this average. The figure from the beginning has 
hovered right around the 3.4% mark, which would appear 
to be about the normal Holstein test. While we have been

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Innes & Sons at Woodstock, Ont., goes the honor 

of having won more All-American designations than 
any other single Canadian exhibitor, and as many as any 
other two Canadian exhibitors. In fact this herd has won 
one-third of all the Canadian All-American honors— 
seven out of twenty-one—besides having three times had 
Reserve All-American mention. In the four years start- 
ing 1925, when the Innes herd first began to be exhibited 
in a large way, the herd has won more All-American hon- 
ors than any other herd anywhere, without limiting the 
competition to Canada. This herd has brought out the 
only Produce of Cow group that has twice won All-Amer- 
ican honors; the only All-American heifer to come back 
with All-American honors again at full age; and the only 
twice All-American female to have an All-American daugh- 
ter. 

The first member of this herd to be named All-Amer- 
ican was Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, who won that honor 
as a two-year-old in 1925. Her daughter, C. V. Alcartra 
Toitilla Ormsby, followed the example of her illustrious 
dam and became All-American junior yearling in 1926. 
The following year, 1927, the Innes herd sire, Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad, was All-American three-year-old and was a 
member of the All-American Produce, his sister Aaggie 
Sylvia 3d, winning Reserve All-American honors in the 
two-year-old class the same year, and two other younger 
heifers also winning Reserve honors. In 1928, Alcartra 
Colantha Ormsby, the first cow mentioned above, came 
back as All-American aged cow, Aaggie Sylvia 3d, also 
mentioned above, came back as All-American three-year- 
old, and the Produce group consisting of Abbekerk Syl- 
vius Lad and Aaggie Sylvia 3d, was for the second time 
made All-American, the bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, being 
given Honorable Mention. 

Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 60779, the present senior sire in 
the Innes herd, presents a strong claim for the title of 
“greatest prize winner and sire of prize winners of the 
present day.” He started his show ring career as a senior 
yearling in 1925, when he was Junior Champion at the 
Canadian National, Junior and Grand Champion at Lon- 
don, second to the Junior Champion at the Canadian Royal 
and third at the National Dairy Show, where he was 
beaten by the All-American and Reserve All-American 
senior yearlings of the year. In 1926 as a two-year-old, 
he won ten firsts and five Grand Championships at major 
shows of Canada, and was Reserve Grand Champion at 
both the Canadian National and the Canadian Royal, also 
winning third at the National Dairy Show. In 1927 he 
was named All-American three-year-old, having been un- 
defeated Grand Champion at ten of Canada’s very great- 
est shows including both the Royal and the C. N. E. Last 
season, 1928, he was given Honorable Mention for All- 
American honors having been Grand Champion at the 
Canadian National and six Provincial Shows, besides be- 
ing Reserve Grand Champion at the Royal and London. 


T° City View Stock Farm, the establishment of J. W. 
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This gives him a total of 23 Grand Championships and 
four Reserve Grand Championships at major shows in 
four years as yearling, two-year-old, three-year-old and 
four-year-old. This record at shows of major importance 
has not been equalled by any other sire of the breed at 
least of recent years, and certainly never in the history 
of the breed by a sire of his age. 

His ability to sire prize winners was conclusively dem- 
onstrated at the Canadian Royal last fall. At this the 
greatest Holstein show of all time, in addition to his own 
winnings of Reserve Grand Championship, three of his 
sons won first prizes, one of them also taking Junior 
Championship; and four of his daughters were also in 
the money in the younger heifer classes, their winnings 
including one first and one second. His Get of Sire group, 
consisting of four first prize animals, won first at this 
show, beating some of the best Gets ever brought into any 
ring. The Innes first prize Junior Herd at this show was 
made up entirely of his offspring. For the past two sea- 
sons, his offspring have been winning high honors all 
around the strongest possible Canadian circuit. 

The Innes herd has for the past three years been about 
the most important factor at a large percentage of Can- 
ada’s best shows, winning in three seasons a total of about 
300 first prizes as well as 86 championships and 54 reserve 
championships, this in addition to a number of first and 
championships won in 1925. The above winnings include 
only major shows—Provincial Shows or better—and is a 
showing that has probably never been duplicated by any 
other herd. All except about two members of their 1928 
show herd are still in. the herd but a few members of 
earlier show strings have been sold and have since con- 
tinued to win high honors. Perhaps the most sensational 
of these is Hilda Alcartra De Kol, now owned by Ray- 
mondale Farm, who was Grand Champion at the Canadian 
National and elsewhere in 1928 and was given Honorable 
Mention for All-American honors. She has three daugh- 
ters still in the herd and several other descendants. 

Breeders interested in building or strengthening their 
show herds for 1929 with animals that are equally good 
for breeding purposes, will no doubt welcome the oppor- 
tunity offered by the Innes Sale of May 15, at which the 
entire 1928 show herd will be dispersed, together with 
other outstanding offerings, comprising the upper half of 
the Innes herd.

The All-American daughter also has a fine record 
of 802.5 lbs. butter from 19,648 lbs. milk as junior two-

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The European Method of Maintaining Pasture 
Lands 


Radio Address Given By CHAS. H. MACDOWELL, President of Armour Fertilizer Works 


ern European countries will be much impressed with 

the development of their grass lands. Northern 
Europe in particular devotes a large acreage of land to per- 
manent grass land pastures. Climate and long light hours 
favor grass growing. Many grasses thrive on soils slightly 
acid; legumes do not. 

The permanent meadow is just as valuable and import- 
ant in their scheme of development as is the field under 
the plow. They seed the types of grasses best suited to 
the soil; they drain, lime, disk and fertilize. Their pro- 
ductive acreage is limited. All fields must be farmed in- 
tensively. They utilize marsh and overflowed land. Their 
grass lands must not only produce in quantity but also in 
quality, so that every acre may furnish a maximum of 
meat and dairy products. They maintain many more head 
of stock on a given acreage than we do in this country, 
and at a cheaper feed and labor cost. The cattle gather 
the crop and carry it to the barn. Schneider, one of Ger- 
many’s leading agricultural authorities, says: “I have dem- 
onstrated by keeping careful and scientific accounts that 
no other system of cropping gives as high returns as a 
well managed pasture.” This on high priced lands. 

As Professor Firman E. Bear of Ohio State University 
has pointed out in a recent article, European scientists 
have found that if quickly available nitrogen compounds 
are added several times during the grass season to pas- 
tures, in addition to the old practice of adding nitrogen, 
phosphate, potash and limestone at one time, very re- 
markable gains are secured. The system was introduced 
by Professor Warmbold of Germany. It might well be 
called “stall feeding” of grass. 

The system of grassland management advocated by 
Professor Warmbold is briefly as follows:— 

Phosphates, potash (and lime where necessary) are 
applied during the autumn, and the first dressing of nitro- 
gen is applied at the end of January or beginning of Feb- 
ruary. This early application of nitrogen stimulates the 
growth of the grasses, and the pastures are ready for 
stocking from fifteen to twenty-five days earlier than usual. 
The fields are then grazed in sections varying in size from 
one to eight or ten acres each. In the early spring 
(March) sheep are allowed to run over all the plots, and 
at the beginning of April they are taken off and grazing 
commences with the milk stock. When the grass is about 
four inches high each plot is stocked with a sufficient num- 
ber of cows to eat it down in three or four days and dry 
cows or other horned cattle may be used to follow up the 
milk stock and complete the grazing of each plot. The 
grazing is more easily controlled under this sectional 
method, and the grass on the different plots can be kept 
at varying stages of growth by varying the time of apply- 
ing the nitrogen. Three, and sometimes four, dressings 
of nitrogen are given throughout the season, with very 
successful results—a field feeding rotation. 

By this system of cow and fertilizer rotation not only 
aoes each acre of pasture support more head of stock, but 
speaking in averages each individual cow will produce 
fifty per cent more butterfat every day. Even further 
than this, cows can be turned onto properly fertilized 
pastures several weeks earlier in the spring and kept on 
them several weeks longer in the fall, so that additional 
cheap feed is recovered at both ends of the season. 

A fact not generally appreciated is that well fed grasses 
are generally more nutritious than the same weight of 
poorly nourished grasses. There is more protein and less 
crude fibre—not only is there a material increase in the 
tonnage grown per acre, but the grass itself has greater 
food value. It is well known that protein in young grass 
is more digestible than in older, more or less dried out 
grass, probably due to its lower content of crude fibre. 
The protein content of the young grass can be materially 
increased, even to as high as 28.6% on a dry matter basis. 

Dr. J. G. Lipman, Director of the New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station, reports that at one of the German experi- 
ment stations, without fertilization it was found necessary 
to devote 1.4 acres of pasture to each 1,100-Ib. milking cow 
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from April to October first. The first year after applying 
nitrogen equivalent to 500 Ibs. of sulphate of ammonia 
per acre, together with phosphate, potash and lime, three 
quarters of an acre was sufficient for the support of a 
cow. After the first year each acre has been able to carry 
two cows satisfactorily. The potash, phesphate and lime 
are applied in early spring but only half of the ammonia 
is applied then, the balance being applied in three suc- 
cessive applications in May, June and July. 

Following the German introduction of this method Eng- 
land began experimenting. We quote from report of Major 
T. J. H. Carrel: 

“At Tollesby Farm, where the experiment on twenty- 
seven acres was commenced in December, 1925, remark- 
able results were obtained. The stock carrying capacity 
of the grass prior to the experiment was about five cows 
to every six acres. and the 27 acres carried 22 head of 
stock. On June 15, 1926, the 27 acres were carrying 45 
heavy milking cows and 21 head of dry stock, a total of 66 
head, which is about equivalent to five cows to every two 
acres. Noteworthy features in connection with this York- 
shire trial are, that grazing commenced 30 days earlier 
than formerly, the manurial treatment and heavy stock- 
ing have eliminated from the pasture all the rough and 
coarse patches resulting from horse grazing in previous 
years. and the clovers on the whole of the 27 acres are 
more in evidence than formerly.” 

It has been said that the development of this system of 
pasture procedure will be of more value to European agri- 
culture than any other discovery of the last forty years. 
It will reduce their outside purchases of oil cake and 
similar material. 

So much for Europe and its methods. Let us look at 
our own situation. 

During the war, under pressure of government agencies 
for maximum tonnage production of concentrated foods 
such as wheat, a great many acres of marginal lands were 
brought under the plow, that now had better be returned 
to permanent pasture or meadows. Such types as hilly 
land subject to erosion, river and creek bottoms subject 
tc summer overflow, rocky or stony outcrops, swamps, 
open wood lots and very heavy clays and gumbos, may be 
made to yield over a period of years a much higher net 
return per acre and per dollar of investment and labor 
than they can yield in cereal crops. These soils are nearly 
always deficient in one or more of the necessary plant 
foods, nitrogen being most often lacking in the highlands 
and potash in the low lands, with a general deficiency in 
phosphates in nearly all of our soils. In growing grass, 
as with all other crops, the first essential is to have your 
soil in balance. By balance is meant having enough of 
each of the plant foods present in the soil so that plants 
can make a healthy growth, even though there may not be 
enough fertility present to insure anything like a maximum 
crop. The lack of one of the plant foods may be the limit- 
ing factor in the production of a profitable crop. Grass 
will grow luxuriantly, with marked deficiencies of phos- 
phate, potash and lime in the soil; but such grass will not 
contain the mineral elements necessary for properly feed- 
ing an animal. 

However, it has been proved that with a balanced soil 
to begin with the protein content of young grass can be 
doubled—even trebled—over normal, if quickly available 
ritrogen compounds are added several times during the 
grass growing season, in addition to lime phosphates and 
potash. Ordinary hay of medium quality contains 2.7 to 
8% protein. If properly fertilized with nitrogen it may 
contain as high as 6% or 7% of protein. Grasses convert 
«a cheap nitrogen carrier into high value protein, much 
cheaper than buying the more expensive oil cake for di- 
rect feeding. 

According to Professors Henry and Morrison of the 
University of Wisconsin it cost in 1917, around 22 to 24 
cents a day to feed a milch cow on dry concentrates. 
Today cost is higher. Let’s see what it costs to feed 
her on grass. Taking an average of $175.00 per acre for

Figures Worth Studying 


HE figures presented in the first feature article in 
| this issue, giving the average of all the long-time 
records completed in our breed during each of the 
years since 1910, are worthy of careful study. They show 
fairly constant increase in milk production and a slight 
downward tendency in the average per cent. of butterfat. 
This last is a little disconcerting in view of the attention 
which so many of our breeders have been giving to this 
question of butterfat tests during recent years and the 
efforts that have been put forth to breed for a higher test. 
Probably this one phase of the breeding problem has had 
more to do with the waning interest in the 7-day test than 
any other one thing because of the growing conviction 
that the fat percentages in the short test were misleading. 
One possible explanation occurs to us for the slightly 
higher average test in the earlier years of this period. At 
that time, it will be recalled, every cow making a yearly 
record was also required to have a 7-day record for entry 
in the Advanced Registry and it is possible that the high 
conditioning for 7-day tests, with the accompanying high 
fat percentages, may have given the cow a start on her 
year’s work for the first month or so with enough higher 
test to account for the slight advantage those earlier rec- 
ords held in this respect. This is merely a surmise and 
we have no data to back it up. 

It seems quite evident, however, that the breed as a 
whole runs very consistently in the near’ neighborhood of 
3.4% fat and while there are certain sires and certain 
families that appear to produce females running consis- 
tently well above this figure, their influence on the breed 
as a whole appears to be swallowed up in the general 
ayerage. 

In this connection, the report on herd averages in the 
new Herd Test, appearing on page 32 of last week’s issue, 
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ix of interest. It will be noted that individual herd ayer. 
ages ranged from 3.1% up to 3.76% and that twelve of the . 
twenty-three herds show averages above the average of all 
the yearly records, 3.387% fat, yet the average produc. 
tion of the 382.9 cows composing these twenty-three herds 
is 3.866% or just slightly below the average of all the semi- 
official long-time tests. 

The whole point to this subject, as we see it, is that the 
permanent improvement of the test of the Holstein-Frie. 
sian breed is at best a slow, gradual and long drawn out 
process and while it cannot be disregarded and undoubt. 
edly should not be as long as present. laws regarding stanq. 
ardization are in effect, there is a grave danger in giving 
the high butterfat test for some individual undue weight 
in determining its value as a breeding animal, with the 
consequent overlooking of serious faults in conformation 
or inheritance in the mad scramble to improve the fat 
percentage.

Alcartra Colantha Ormsby has demonstrated in her pro- 
duction her fitness for these high honors, having made as 
a junior two-year-old yearly record of 946.25 lbs. butter, 
21,061 lbs. milk. Her All-American daughter likewise in 
two-year-old form made over 800 lbs. butter in a year. 
Alcartra Colantha Ormsby is a daughter of King Segis Al- 
cartra Calamity, one of the best known sires of Canada. 
This bull, who, according to the latest Canadian Year 
Book, has sixty-eight tested daughters, twenty-four with 
long-time records, is a son of the famous King Segis Pon- 
tiac Alcartra and his dam, Fairmont Pontiac Calamity, was 
a 35-lb. daughter of Pledge Spofford Calamity Paul out of 
Pontiac Netherland De Kol, a 26-lb. daughter of old Hen- 
gerveld De Kol himself.

George L. Miller 


On March 18 occurred the death of George L. Miller at 
his home in Northfield, Minnesota. Had he lived until 
June 2nd, next, he would have been 70 years of age. Mr. 
Miller was a pioneer Holstein breeder in the Northfield 
community and served as the first president of this first 
local Holstein club in America, organized March 6, 1903. 
While Mr. Miller has been retired from active effort since 
1918, the results of his work as a breeder are still very 
much in the limelight. Among the animals he bred were 
the famous Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, her dam, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke was sold by Mr. Miller to E. C. Schroe- 
der along with many of the other famous foundation cows 
in the Schroeder herd, including Glenn Canary De Kol, 
former world’s record three-year-old and Queen Piebe of 
Fairview, who through her daughter, Queen Piebe Mer- 
cedes, founded the famous K. P. O. P. family. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, six children—three sons and three 
daughters, the three sons all being Holstein breeders at 
the present time in the Northfield community. The fol- 
lowing eloquent tribute to Mr. Miller appeared in the 
Northfield News from the pen of W. F. Schilling, well 
known Northfield citizen: 

Among the many expressions of sorrow at Mr. Miller’s 
death and of appreciation for his good citizenship in this 
community was the following statement by W. F. Schil- 
ling, an associate in the Holstein industry here: 

“In the death of George L. Miller the Northfield com- 
munity has lost one of its very best and most useful citi- 
zens. He was one of the first farmers that I met when I 
came here over thirty years ago and in all my many 
years of acquaintance and dealings with him I never saw 
him do one small thing. While he is no longer personally 
with us he has left.as the finest heritage that one can 
leave a fine family of children and grandchildren who are 
living examples of the splendid character and home train- 
ing of a good father and mother.”

Judging Program at the National 


Announcement is made of the judging program for the 
Twenty-third Annual National Dairy Exposition, to be held 
at its new home, October 12-19, at St. Louis, Missouri. 
We note that the Holstein judging again comes near the 
end of the show, being scheduled for Thursday and Friday, 
October 17 and 18. Holstein headquarters will be at the 
Hotel Statler and breeders planning to attend are advised 
to make their reservations as soon as possible. 

S. H. Anderson, manager of the National, advises that 
the $1,500,000 plant which is to be the permanent home of 
the Exposition at St. Louis, is rapidly becoming a reality. 
The construction of three big buildings, which are to be 
used this year, are well under way. The arena building, 
Size 476x276, the central structure, will soon be ready for 
the roof. The show ring measures 260 feet long by 100 
feet wide without columns and with 12,000 permanent 
seats. It has 35,000 square feet of good exhibit space on 
the main floor behind the seats. The balcony, contain- 
ing 16,000 square feet, will be used for the 4-H Club boys’ 
camp and suitable quarters will be arranged for them. 
The West Building, 300 teet long by 288 feet wide, will 
be used for cattle, and likewise half of the East Building, 
thus providing total quarters for 1200 head. The other 
half of the East Building will be the exposition hall for 
commercial displays of everything for the dairy and gen- 
eral farm. Mr. Anderson also reports the early demand 
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for exhibit space from commercial exhibitors unusually 
large with many new exhibitors in prospect and many of 
the regular ones planning to use larger space in this, the 
first show, in the new plant.

CAN WE KEEP UP THE PACE 


The Prize Committee Report for 1928 will show that it 
was the best vear at fairs our breed has ever experienced. 
Over 20,000.00 was expended to bring these results; about 
$18,000.00 at 62 fairs that received prize money and ap- 
proximately $1,800.00 at 80 fairs that received our True 
Type Model Cow for best display of the breed, Gold Medal 
for get of sire and Bronze Medal for produce of cow. These 
models and medals went to large District and County 
Fairs where money prizes are not offered. The following 
is a good indication of the splendid increase we made at 
the shows last year: 

At 19 of our leading Fairs in 1928—3,999 of our 
cattle were on exhibition or an average of 210 head 
per show. In the same shows the preceding year, 
1927,—3,429 were shown or an average of 180 head 
per show, showing an increase of 30 head per show 
in 1928. 


From data gathered, we find that our breed in many 
instances again outnumbered the combined showing of 
the other four dairy breeds and continued to attract the 
greatest number of observers. At many of the Western 
State Fairs, where formerly the beef breeds far outnum- 
bred our breed, our numbers equalled theirs and in some 
cases surpassed them. It is admitted by all that the qual- 
ity of stock shown was never better.

ADVERTISEMENTS ARE IMPORTANT NEWS 
Franklin N. Strickland 

Nearly always on taking up any of the breed or dairy 
papers I subscribe to, I make it a point to read the adver- 
tisements first. 

Advertisements are the most important “news of the 
trade.” 

The feature items, notes of the doings of breed associa- 
tions, and the personal mention articles should wait; they 
will remain the same, while the advertisements,—the most 
important news may change,—frequently have changed 
before I have received my copy. 

One might inquire, “How come? Why will the articles 
other than the ads wait, and the latter change?” 

I read the ads first, because I am interested to learn 
what others offer for sale, that I sell. How they have pre- 
pared their copy? If an animal, whether or not they quote 
prices; whether there is enough of a pedigree given to 
feature the probable expectation of an embryonic sire or 
matron; if a photo is reproduced to use it as a comparison 
with that which I have for sale. 

If the advertisement features the recent sale of a male 
calf to some specific breeder, it is quite apt to give one a 
clue as to the status of the buyer as a breeder. In the 
event that the seller is heretofore unknown to me, I also 
learn considerable as to what he is doing. 

But more important than all, it may just happen that I 
«m in the market for a real sire. or a great foundation dam 
to upbuild my herd, and that I have been searching the 
advertisements in every issue of my journals as they come 
to me. At last here is advertised a promise of about what 
I want and have hoped for. Immediately I telegraph, or 
post a letter within that very hour asking for an option 
on the animal until I have had opportunity of studying an 
extended pedigree and the production records back of the 
animal in question. 

As quickly as I have acted, I may be too late, for others 
too have been eagerly searching the columns for such 
news. However, my chances for getting the first option 
are far better than had I delayed a day or so to read the 
articles outside the advertising columns. But what chance 
does the reader have who delays until Sunday or a more 
favorable and convenient time to write his letter of in- 
quiry or his order? 

Frequently it happens that by the time his letter reach- 
es the seller, his order arrives a week or a month too 
late, for the animal was sold almost before the freshly 
printed pages were dry. I have personally received in- 
quiries and orders before copy carrying my ad. was re- 
ceived by me, thus proving that others think of this mat- 
ter of first reading the advertisements, about as I do. 

When a really good animal is offered for sale in the 
breed press, they are grabbed up quickly by the knowing, 
constant reader of advertising columns, often to the dis- 
appointment of the “wait-until-later” reader of advertis- 
ing news. 

Breeders who are quite constantly advertising good 
stock for sale can tell of many such instances where they 
have had to return the “check with order” to the latest 
advertisement reader because a particular calf had been 
sold sometime before. 


Whether one buys or sells, it pays to read the adver- 
tisements featuring those things that one is particularly 
interested in 


It is quite likely that it will pay still bet- 
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ter if one reads the advertisements as soon as possible 
after the postman has left the mail.

Michigan Holstein Counties Meet 

J. P. Eves, of Des Moines, lowa, recently made a speak- 
ing tour of three of the most active County Holstein As- 
sociations in Michigan. “Joe.’’ who is on the staff of The 
Dairy Farmer, talked on “Efficient Holsteining.” 

Cows of these United States are becoming more effici- 
ent, according to Eves, as the net income per cow has in- 
creased about 37 per cent. during the last five years. This 
increase is largely due to better efficiency on the part of 
dairymen along lines of culling out poor producers and by 
better feeding practices. There are about three per cent. 
less cows in the country than there were five years back. 

Efficient culling of bulls has also been practiced. Prob- 
ably the attractive price of veal has encouraged the elim- 
ination of the bull calves of mediocre breeding and back- 
ing. Certainly there is a scarcity the country over of 
bulls of serviceable age. 

Eves presented a new line of thought—‘‘farm efficiency 
is non-cost advertising.” Neatness about the farmyard, 
and in the dairy barn is high-class advertising. Good con- 
dition of animals is always proper publicity, particularly 
in the case of cattle consigned to a public sale. A dairy- 
man who can quickly voice the main points in the breed- 
ing and records of each of his bossies—he is advertising 
with “telling” force to the visitor or prospective buyer. 
A good cow, given a chance in some recognized testing 
division to prove her production, becomes her own adver- 
tiser. So, Eves concludes, because the orderly, neat way; 
because the proper feeding way; because the know-your- 
stuff way; these are each the efficient way,—therefore 
efficiency spells advertising at no actual cash outlay to 
the farmer.

Cow Testing Discovers 886-Lb. Cow 


April first ended the Cow Testing 
year for the dairy improvement asso- 
ciation in Dickinson County, Iowa, and 
with it comes the report that George 
Maish, of Spirit Lake, has a pure bred 
Holstein cow that produced 709.3 Ibs. 
of butterfat equal to 886.6 Ibs. of but- 
ter. The year’s milk production was 
22,109 lbs. 

This cow whose name is Cornelia 
Pietertje Segis 498380, is an eight-year- 
old cow and was purchased when a

The pres- 
ent owner had no idea that he had 
made such a valuable purchase until 
he joined the Cow Testing work three 
years ago. Mr. Maish states that cow 
testing work has been responsible for 
the development of this cow and the 
rest of his herd. : 

“Patty,” as they nicknamed this 
cow was fed while she made this phe- 
nomenal cow testing association rec- 
ord by Fairfield Dean, who formerly 
gerved as Cow Tester in the Dickin- 
gon association. Dean’s feeding gave 
“Patty” her real chance, according to 
Mr. Maish. The grain fed consisted 
of ground oats, ground corn and oil 
meal. During her heaviest production 
she received as high as 18 to 24 Ibs. 
of the grain mixture. With no silage 
available she was given all the alfalfa 
hay she could eat. During the sum- 
mer she had access to a bluegrass 
pasture. About half of the lactation 
period “Fatty” was milked three times 
daily and the remainder of the time 
just twice. She had plenty of fresh 
water and salt before her at all times. 

“| wouldn’t take $500 for ‘Fatty’ 
now,’ declared Mr. Maish, and one 
can’t blame him. She made a profit 
above feed cost for the last year of 
$249 so one can see that at this rate 
it would only take her two years to 
bring him in $500 profit on her butter- 
fat. 

Mr. Dean as herdsman for the Maish 
farm has obtained some real results 
from the remainder of the herd as 
well as “Fatty.” The herd just fin- 
ished the Cow Testing year with an 
average on 24 cows of 405.5 Ibs. of 
butterfat which is just three pounds 
behind the high herd in the county 
and leaves them in second position. 
This average is all the more creditable 
when one discovers that their average 
two years ago was only 266 lbs. of 
butterfat on 20 cows. This shows an 
increase of 139.5 lbs. of butterfat per 
cow in two years. “Cow testing along 
with Mr. Dean’s feeding and manage- 
ment did it all,” declares Mr. Maish. 
All this has resulted in an increase 
in the farm’s income of $900 in 1928 
and a decrease in labor expense of 
$1,500 as told by Mr. Maish’s books.

your grass land, $25.00 per year per acre would give 
good returns including the cost of proper fertilization. 
On the basis of 200 days or seven months grazing per 
year, and only one cow per acre (just half of what Europe 
does), it will cost only 12% cents per day to keep the cow. 
Even if you use some concentrates it will not cost over 15 
cents per day, or a difference in cost of butterfat of at 
least 5 cents per pound, as a good cow should produce at 
least a pound of butterfat per day. We have no definite 
data on meat gains under the German system, but the 
statement is made that these gains are often double those 
under the old system of pasture handling. 

There is one phase of grass land farming that is over- 
looked; that is, its effect on the general condition of the 
soil. As a rule the growing of cultivated crops not only 
removes plant food from the soil but rapidly uses up the 
crganic matter also. In pasture and meadow crops organic 
matter is constantly produced in the soil, most notably 
of course when the sod is broken. 

Whenever organic matter in the soil decays in the 
presence of air, a considerable proportion of its nitrogen 
goes off as a gas and is lost as a source of fertility, Cul- 
tivation of a soil increases this loss, as it permits more 
exposure to the air. In permanent pastures and soils 
covered with vegetation this is largely conserved, as there 
is not nearly so much contact between the decaying veg- 
etation and the air, and in consequence the bacteria of 
the soil are able to fix the nitrogen in the form of nitrates 
suitable for direct consumption by the growing grass. In 
jact, there is a steady gain in pasture soil nitrogen up to 
a certain point of balance. 

Let us now sum up the economics of permanent pas- 
tures. 

There is a great saving of labor, since no cultivation is 
necessary and the live stock harvest the crop. A highly 
digestible protein is produced on the farm at a very low 
cost from cheap nitrogen carriers easily and cheaply ap- 
plied, rather than having to buy high priced concentrates 
such as oil cake. Land not well suited for cultivation can 
be used. The acreage cultivated is reduced, cereal pro- 
duction is curtailed, and markets are strengthened by lack 
of over-production. More live stock can be supported per 
acre, more milk and meat can be produced per head. 
Every acre is made to do its best.

Wisconsin Uses Quaker Oats Farm For 


Feed Research Work 


Dr. G. Bohstedt Directs Experiments to Find Feeding Value of Fiber. 


Results 


Will be Available to Manufacturers, Dealers, Livestock Men

How much fiber? 

Many have asked and answered the 
question, “How much protein?’, but 
little attention has been given to fiber 
in its various forms and sources by 
any of the leading agricultural col- 
leges, experimental stations, or, in 
a practical way, by feed manufac- 
turers. 

Results Available to All 

The College of Agriculture of the 
University of Wisconsin and the Qua- 
ker Oats Co., are now co-operating in 
a series of experiments which, when 
completed, will go a long way toward 
correctly establishing the feeding 
value of fiber, particularly fiber which 
is contained in oat feed, of which 
there is approximately 300,000 tons 
available at present each year. There 
are manufacturers of oat feed other 
than the Quaker Oats Co., and re- 
sults of this research work with oat 
feed and fiber will be available to all 
manufacturers and users of this by- 
product. 

The study in itself is definitely a 
study of oat feed to determine accur- 
ately its relative value and best use 
in the feeding of horses, beef cattle, 
dairy cattle, fattening lambs, young 
cattle and swine. It undoubtedly 
ranks with the largest, most compre- 
hensive and thorough piece of re- 
search work of an immediate, econ- 
omic value that has been undertaken 
by the animal husbandry department 


of any of our American experiment 
stations. Because of the fiber content 
of oat feed, this study at the same 


time makes a fine beginning for the 
larger study of fiber and fiber values. 
The work is therefore interesting from 
two standpoints. 


Dr. G. Bohstedt, of the University of 
Wisconsin, is directing the research 
work, which is being done by A. W. 
Lathrop and F. B. Wollberg, graduate 
students at the university, working 
under industrial fellowships financed 
by the Quaker Oats Co., but where 
the men are responsible only to the 
university. The work is being done

on Monona farm at Madison, Wis., 
owned by Monona Farms Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the Quaker Oats Co. The 
farm was purchased especially for the 
project and made available to the 
University of Wisconsin through the 
courtesy and foresight of the Quaker 
Oats Co. 

J. A. McLean is managing director 
of Monona farm and H. T. Wilson is 


resident manager. Mr. McLean has 
been nutritional authority with the 
Quaker Oats Co. for many years. He 


is a former professor of animal hus- 
bandry in the argicultural colleges of 
lowa, Mississippi, Massachusetts and 
British Columbia. Mr. Wilson has 
spent practically all of his life in ag- 
ricultural work. He was graduated 
trom the College of Agriculture of the 
University of Illinois and has a mas- 
ter’s degree from the College of Ag- 
riculture of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. Prior to joining Monona farm 
he was engaged in animal husbandry 
teaching and research. 
May Cut Feeding Costs 

Practical results obtained from feed- 
ing oat feed have long indicated that 
a certain amount of fiber in a ration 
could be of real value, especially for 
starting and fattening purposes. High 
fiber content ingredients, such as oat 
feed, are available in large quantities 
and at comparatively low prices in all 
seasons of the year. When the ex- 
periments, which are now being con- 
ducted at the Monona farm properly 
establish how much oat feed (and 
also fiber) can be used advantageous- 
ly in rations for various animals and 
various purposes, high fiber ingred- 
ients can then be given a definite 
feeding value which will reduce the 
cost of feed to the live stock indus- 
try. This is why the University of 
Wisconsin is interested and why it 
is engaged in research in oat feed 
at Monona farm. 

Monona farm the 


is located near 


shore of Lake Monona, just one-fourth 
mile from the city limits of Madison. 
The property consists of 216 acres, of 








which approximately 100 acres are 
planted with corn for silage. Practi. 
cally all of the balance of the farm 
property is utilized for grazing and 
all hay and feed used in the research 
work are purchased at market prices, 
The buildings on the farm are neatly 
painted and well kept but are not 
elaborate as special effort has been 
made to maintain average farm con- 
ditions. With this thought in mind, 
too, all of the experiments are con- 
ducted with good grade cattle rather 
than blooded stock. 
Dr. G. Bohstedt in Charge 

The farm was purchased July 1, 
1926. Unofficial experiments’ were 
started shortly thereafter but the first 
official research work of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin has just recently 
been completed. It is not likely that 
the University of Wisconsin will re- 
lease any bulletins describing the re- 
sults of the research work for at least 
another year, as Dr. Bohstedt is well- 
known for his inclination to question 
and refuse to endorse any results un- 
til the same have been checked sev- 
eral times. 

The stock on the farm at the pres- 
ent time includes about 100 Hereford 
steers, 90 dairy cattle, of which ap- 
proximately one-fourth are Guernseys 
and three-fourths Holsteins, three E 
teams of Percheron horses and about 
200 chickens. Experiments are also 
conducted with approximately two 
carloads of lambs and 400 swine each 
vear. The Quaker Oats Co. conducts j 
a poultry experimental farm at Lib- 
ertyville, Ill., and consequently no 
special attention is given to poultry 
at Monona farm. <A small compact 
raw milk plant is maintained on the 
farm, and a milk route is operated 
in the city of Madison. The milk has 





a bacterial count of less than 10,000 
and is considered the finest grade 
available in the Wisconsin capital. 


Basic Ingredients Studied 
Commercial feeds are used in some 


of the unofficial experiments con- 
ducted by Messrs. McLean and Wil- 
son, but only basic ingredients are 


being used in all cf the research work 
of the university. It is only in this 
way that the university can accom- 
plish its purpose of establishing the 
value of oat feed and fiber and their 
proper places in rations for all types 
of live stock. 

“It is too early,’ Mr. McLean said, 
“to express any opinion concerning

ROUND-UP 

The Eleventh Annual Round-Up of 
4-H Clubs of Indiana will be held at 
Purdue University, LaFayette, Indi- 
ana, May 7-11. Addresses, demonstra- 
tion contests and recreational events 
will make the four-day event one 
which will be long remembered by the 
boys and girls attending. Both boys 
and girls are eligible to compete in 
the judging contests and the prizes 
awarded in these contests. will be 
cups. The judgihg contests will in- 
clude live stock, corn, poultry, eggs, 
etc. Schlosser Brothers, of Frank- 
ford, Indiana, butter manufacturers, 
have offered a cash prize of $100 for 
the highest ranking boys’ dairy de- 
monstration team, This money is to 
be used to pay the team’s expenses to 
the National Dairy Show:at St. Louis, 
Missouri, where the winning team will 
represent Indiana. Each county and 
each vocational agricultural depart- 
ment may enter one team in each 
kind of contest and each team shall 
consist of three members. Alternates 
cannot judge unless necessary. No 
club member may compete in more 
than one kind of contest except in the 
live stock and dairy contests. A team 
or any members thereof having won 
a first prize in a previous state con- 
test, is not eligible to compete in the 
same kind of a contest the second 
time.

A FEW THOUGHTS OF SPRING 

Spring with its balmy air, warm 
sunshine and new pastures is near at 
hand ready to bring about great 
changes in the 4-H club livestock. 
Even now some animals are shedding 
their hair and taking on a glossy ap- 
pearance. These are signs that every 
club member should take account of 
in preparing for his animal’s welfare 
during the coming summer. 

In the first place the animals should 
be curried and brushed regularly to 
help nature remove the loose hair 
now being shed. This will help your 
animals to look better and feel fetter 
and consequently respond better to 
the new conditions of the spring sea- 
son. 

The club member should also lay his 
plans for starting his animals on pas- 
ture. He should plan to start his ani- 
mals on pasture very gradually as too 
much young grass at the start may 
cause extreme scouring. It may be 
well to let the animals fill up on hay 
before turning them out and then al- 
lowing them on pasture for only a few 





hours each day during the first week. 
Calves under six months of age should 
not be given free access to pasture as 
digestive disturbances tending to 
cause stunting are liable to result. 
It is best to let young calves grow 
under controlled conditions of feeding 
and care. 

4-H club members should not lose 
sight of the fact that young grasg is 
mostly water—and water alone does 
not make young stock grow and keep 
cows in good condition while milking. 
Feed a low protein grain mixture 
along with the pasture; it will pay 
you well.—New Jersey Club Letter.

what ultimate results may be achieved 
here at the farm. We can say, how- 
ever, that all research work com- 
pleted and in progress to date has 
been very gratifying in its results.” 


Routine of an Experiment 


Animals are weighed on three days 
in succession at the beginning of the 
experiment and the average weight 
accepted as the starting point.. The 
same process is' repeated at the end 
of the experiment to determine the 
finishing weight and the financial re- 
sults are figured, of course, on the 
basis of money received when the 
stock is sold at the stock yards. Each 
animal is also weighed every two 
weeks during the period of the re- 
search work and individual weights 
are recorded in all instances. 

During progress of the research 
work the animals to be used are di- 
vided into lots. The number in each 
lot varies for each type of animal and 
for each experiment. In a feeding test 
conducted with 64 steers, for example, 
there were 8 lots of 8 steers. One lot 
is fed a basal or check ration which 
is standard and has been approved 
and generally accepted in all parts of 
the country. The other lots are fed 
experimental rations with varying 
amounts of oat feed with various com- 
binations of basic ingredients and 
with and without silage, hay and sim- 
ilar supplements. The value of the 
ration is subsequently judged by its 
effect on the lot of animals—the rate 
of weight increase and the amount 
and value of the increase, for ex- 
ample, or for dairy cows—the amount 
of milk produced and the cost of its 
production. 


Reports Eagerly Awaited 


All persons who are interested in 
feeds and feedings are watching and 
waiting for reports of results from the 
research being conducted at Monona 
farm. Scientists are interested be- 
cause it is the first extensive official 
work ever started to study the value 
of oat feed and of fiber and discover, 
if possible, how much can profitably 
be used in feed. Live stock raisers 
are interested because the results of 
the research work may ultimately en- 
able them to put fat on their stock or 
get milk from their cows at a lower 
feeding cost and therefore with great- 
er profit. Feed manufacturers and 
dealers are interested because they 
all realize that their prosperity is 
strictly dependent on the prosperity 
of the feeder. They want to be able 
to manufacture and sell the most ef- 
ficient rations which can be devised, 
at the lowest costs at which such ra- 
tions can be produced and distribu- 
ted. 


The Quaker Oats Co. should be es- 
pecially commended for its part in the 
work which has been started at Madi- 
son. The firm is perhaps the world’s 
largest manufacturer of oat feed as a 
by-product of its plants, but there are 
many other manufacturers of oat feed 
who will also get the benefit of re- 
sults of this research work and many 
of the principles discovered will also 
be applicable to other high fibar con- 
tent feed ingredients. Too much 
credit cannot be given to W. E. Suits, 
vice president of the Quaker Oats 
Co., who was most responsible for ar-

MICHIGAN BREEDER WRITES 
BULL ASSOCIATION EXPERI- 
ENCES 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Just to let you know I appreciated 
your Silver Anniversary Number very 
much. There is one thing, however, 
I haven’t seen written up very much 
about in the eight years I have taken 
your paper and that is about the for- 
mation and outcome of bull associa- 
tions. I will try and tell you about 
our first association and hope some 
members of other associations will 
write in about their experiences. We 
formed our association about four 
years ago with five members buying 
two bulls and replacing five bulls 
with the two. One member was so far 
away that he kept one bull and the 
other four of us used one bull. Not 
being equipped to handle the bull as 
we should have been; that is in the 
way of a bull pen, we changed the bull 
around, instead of taking the cows to 
the bull we took the bull, which 
worked out with us very satisfactorily 
for a few years. In all probability 
it would have continued if one of the 
bulls had not got ugly and we couldn’t 
handle him, so it left us with only one 
bull, but we now realize our mistake 
by not building a bull pen. Now it 
is too late. With every man leading 
his cows away and had he spent 90 
hours taking his cow, which none of 
us would have done as most of us had 
only 8 to 15 cows, for the man with 
8 cows could have spent 11 hours 
with each cow and the man with 15 
could have spent 6 hours each, and 
still wouldn’t have had in as much 
time leading their cows away as they 
would have spent taking care of a bull, 
spending only 15 minutes a day with 
the bull. Now in finding what share 
each one should pay, we took what 
the bull cost, including express 
charges, and all other costs together 
and divided according to the number 
of cows each man had or expected 
to breed each year. We figured one 
purebred cow equal to two grades be- 
cause we felt the man with the pure- 
breds was receiving the most benefit 
out of it, in case a man took ten 
shares he was entitled to ten services 
of the bull each year. If he wanted to 


use him more, he could at a cost of 
one dollar per cow if she was a grade 
and two dollars if a purebred, but we 
have never made it a point to charge 
any member anything extra yet and 
How our asso- 


probably won’t now. 
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ciation has progressed is a little early 
yet to tell for sure as the bulls’ daugh- 
ters have only just commenced to 
come in this past fall. We bought 
both of our bulls while they were 
young, that is neither one was over 
six months old when we got them, feel- 
ing that we could get more for our 
money. Both bulls were purchased 
of John Erickson & Sons, Waupaca, 
Wis. The oldest one of which I will 
speak first, was named Marathon Sir 
Bess Burke, his sire being Marathon 
Bess Burke 26th, his sire, Marathon 
Bess Burke. His dam, Wisconsin 
Pride 4th. Our bull’s dam was M. B. 
B. Mercedes Bess, her dam being Wis- 
consin Mercedes Fobes Ormsby, the 
fourteenth daughter of Sir P. O. M. 
37th to make over 1000 lbs. butter in 
a year. Our bull’s dam’s sire was 
Marathon Bess Burke, so it will be 
seen he was a double grandson of 
Marathon. Now the majority of this 
bull’s calves were bulls. One other 
member and myself used him one 
year. He bred twelve cows and got 
two heifers which have milked over 
1000 lbs. milk each month since they 
calved in June and July, which is more 
milk than their dams produced in a 
year. I bred seventeen cows and got 
two heifers and fifteen bulls, so I 
didn’t increase my herd very fast, but 
of the daughters, I have got one calved 
in July, dropping an eight months’ 
calf, the cause of which was being 
kicked by a colt. She has milked 
over 6000 Ibs. up to Feb. 1, and is still 
milking over 30 lbs. per day at no 
time milking over 35 lbs. per day. 


The other heifer calved July 29 and 
now has over 6800 lbs. milk up to 
February 1. Both heifers have never 
been milked over twice a day and 
have not been forced, having been 
cared for under just ordinary farm 
conditions. and are way ahead of their 
dams at the same age. It looks as 
though both would have over 2000 lbs. 
more milk than their dams. Now, I 
cannot tell you just how his daughters 
have milked for the three other mem- 
bers or how many each has, but they 
all say they are better than their 
dams. Now this is the bull of which 
I spoke of as being ugly and we dis- 
posed of him before we knew what 
his daughters were going to do. It 
sure looks as though we had made a 
very bad mistake. 


Our second bull was by Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes, his sire being Mara- 
thon Bess Burke and his dam, Wis- 
consin Fobes 5th. Our bull’s dam 
was Wisconsin Pride, so it will be 
seen they were very closely related. 
Our intentions were to use these bulls 
on one another’s daughters but now 
we. will have to change our plans 
some. The last bull’s daughters have 
just started to freshen. I think I am 
the only one who has any freaks. 
Mine calved in January and the first 
one to freshen had an udder measur- 
ing over 414 feet around it and is now 
milking over 40 lbs. a day and still 
gaining. The second one to freshen 
had an udder measuring over 6 feet 
and is milking over 45 Ibs. a per day, 
still gaining. The third one just came 
in and looks every bit as promising 
as her udder measured over 5% feet. 
Now I haven’t brought these heifers 
up to full feed yet and milk them only 
twice a day. I know they all milk

NATIONAL JUDGING PROGRAM 
ANNOUNCED 

The program of judging and con- 
tests for the Twenty-third Annual 
National Dairy Show is announced by 
Secretary Anderson.

Northwest News Notes 


The dairymen of Cache Valley, 
Utah, had a very enjoyable two-day 
meeting at Logan to discuss general 
phases of the dairy industry. These 
meetings were under the direction of 
the Utah Agricultural College and the 
College Extension Service. Consid- 
erable time was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of animal diseases, more es- 
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pecially breeding problems and con. 
tagious abortion. Professor George B 

Caine, head of the Dairy Department 

of the Agricultural College, gave a 

most interesting discussion on his ob- 
servations of cattle, particularly Hol- 
steins, which he made on his recent 

trip to the Old Country. Professor 
Caine had a large number of splendid 
photographs showing the type of cat- 
tle that the breeders in Holland are 
using, and his talk was greatly en- 
joyed by all those present. 

The dairymen of this county went 
on record as being in favor of an addi- 
tional appropriation for the estab- 
lishment of a laboratory to conduct 
tests on animal diseases for the State 
of Utah. Mr. Nephi Nelson urged that: 
more testing be done among the 
breeders of Cache County, pointing 
out that it was necessary for pure- 
bred breeders to do this official test- 
‘ng in order to realize the greatest 
profits of breeding purebred animals. 
He urged that the new herd test be 
investigated and hoped that some of 
the breeders would take up this test- 
ing. 

The dairymen of Cache Valley have 
again set a very remarkable record 
in their cow testing association work, 
having surpassed last year’s record of 
133 300-pound fat herds in this one 
county. The past year there were 176 
300-pound herds in Cache County and 

"2 are very glad to report that ex- 
.cetly 170 of these were Holstein herds. 
We cannot imagine what was wrong 
with the other six. 

On the day following this meeting 
the annual Cache Valley Breeders 
consignment sale was held at the fair- 
grounds at Logan, with very satisfac- 
tory results. Twenty-one registered 
animals averaged $150, which includes 
many calves. Colonel E. A. Walters, 
of Filer, Idaho, was the auctioneer. 





Several new county organizations 
have been organized in the Northwest 
and plans made for holding Black and 
White Days in most of these com- 
munities this year.

Over $1,000 has been made ayail- 
able again this year toward the pro- 
motion of dairy calf club work in 
Iowa through the action of the exec- 
utive committee of the Iowa’ State 
Holstein Breeders’ Association. 

As in former years, the large part 
of the appropriation will go to local 
fairs and calf club shows. The action 
of the Holstein breeders gives each 
county with five or more pure bred 
or grade Holstein calves a chance to 
use $10 prize money for the Holstein 
show. In addition to this the state 
association will put up an additional 
$5 providing the county breed associ- 
ation will contribute $10. 

About $750 of the money appropri- 
ated by Iowa Holstein men will be 
used as prize money for the boy or 
girl doing the best job of fitting and 
showing their entry, whether or not 
it places in the money on _ individ- 
uality. In this way, breeders be- 
lieve, the club member who was not 
fortunate enough to secure a top calf 
will be rewarded for the care given 
his club project and he will be en- 
couraged not only to stay in the club 
but to secure a better individual next 
time. By having the calves judged 
two ways more youngsters are re- 
warded, rather than have the top 
calves take all of the money on indi- 
viduality alone, it is brought out. 

In addition to the prize money, ten 
specially designed Holstein ribbons 
will be given at every 1929 dairy calf 
club show. 

The Dairy Cattle Congress, Water- 
loo, which sponsors the state show of 
the Iowa dairy calf clubs, will receive 
$100 added money for the Holstein 
classes, $20 to defray the expenses 
of the championship judging team to 
the National Dairy Exposition, St. 

Louis. A true type Holstein gold 
medal will be given the champion- 
ship county group of five heifers at 
Waterloo this year and awards of $15, 
$12 and $10 will be paid to the three 
high Holstein demonstration teams. 

At the present time 84 counties 
have signed up for dairy calf club 
work. Judging from past years about 
95% of the counties in the work will 
have Holstein clubs and will be eligi- 
ble for the extra ribbons and prize 
money.

Show Herd Plans for the Season 

About this time of year we be- 
gin to look around at our show 
herd prospects. This year appears 
to be no exception to the rule, but 
rather indicates that the fall season 
will see a greater representation 
from the West Central States district 
than did last year. In addition to 
the usual plan of the Iowa breeders, 
there are plans on foot in Nebraska 
and Kansas that should bring out 
some excellent individuals. The 
Nebraska breeders are already talk- 
ing of taking advantage of the spe- 
cial Nebraska money to be offered 
this year at Lincoln, and with the 
organization of local associations in 
Nebraska, such as is described else- 
where in this letter, Nebraska should 
have active organizations through 
which these show herd plans can be 
materialized. 

In Kansas, the newly organized 
Republican Valley MHolstein-Friesian 
Association is to make the show herd 
this fall their major project, and 
Washington County, Kansas, also 
plans to put out a real herd that they 
hope will be good enough to go on to 
the National. With Mr. Farner de- 
voting all of his time in Washington 
County to dairy work, it would seem 
entirely possible that their plans will 
materialize. Other Kansas organiza- 
tions including the Neosho Valley and 
North East Kansas organizations are 
talking and thinking about a show 
herd. In Kansas the project of send- 
ing a 4-H calf club exhibit to the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, which project is 
being promoted largely through the 
efforts of Mr. J. C. Nisbet of the Ex- 
tension Service of the College of Ag- 
riculture, deserves the support of all 
active Holstein breeders in Kansas. 


Within the past month it has been 
the privilege of the writer to see 
many of these show prospects and to 
talk with a number of enthusiasts in 
Kansas and Nebraska who are mak- 
ing these plans.

Some Farms | Have Visited 

The month has been full of farm 
visits. I attended a farm sale at Cha- 
nute, Kansas. This was a sale where 
Mr. Whitworth, a member of the 
Neosho Valley Association, was sell- 
ing some of his cows. He offered 
some mighty nice grade females that 
brought as high as $153 per head. I 
was interested to see that his grade 
Guernseys brought around $110; his 
registered Jerseys $90 and one or two 
red cows from $75 to $85. Mr. Whit- 
worth’s herd is ‘predominantly black 
and white and it was good to see 
these fine grade cows bringing $135 
to $150 per head when cattle of the 
other breeds were not in like de- 
mand. Visited Mr. Fickel when at 
Chanute. Mr. Fickel has just moved 
his cattle to another place and will 
be in better shape to bring this herd 
up higher in production. Mr. Smith 
of the Pet Milk company also took 
me out to see Mr. Tippen’s cows. Mr. 
Tippen lives near Geneva; Kans., and 
has a few showy cows and several 

real }producers. Allen County has 
been getting some good bulls recent- 
ly from Fredmar Farms and Big 

Cabin, Okla. Mr. Marshall’s Fredmar 
bull at Colony centainly looks well 
and Mr. Marshall has a real bunch 
of heifers to breed him to. In Ne- 

braska I spent part of a day at the 

North Platte Sub-station. Here in- 
deed is a renewed inspiration every 

time I visit this establishment.

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present time. This bull is a son of 
Count Ormsby Segis Pontiac and ont 
of the Topsy cow, which cow ig 
‘probably the typiest milking female 
in the herd. Such breeding should 
add more type to this herd as wel] 
as give them the production that they 
already have. 

The Norfolk State Hospital at Nor- 
folk also is developing another won- 
derful State owned herd from the 
same parent breeding out of the Uni. 
versity of Nebraska herd. At Nor. 
folk I found a son of Sir Inka May 
that had been picked up for $175 at 
a sale. He was in poor condition and 
only a calf but I hope the owner wil] 
realize what he has and grow him 
out. Sons of Sir Inka May do not 
grow on bushes at $175 every day. 
During the past month I have seen 
several sons of this bull. Another 
that I saw was at Havelock, Nebras- 
ka, owned by George Moore who also 
has a beautiful heifer and some nice 
foundation stock that he bought from 
Carnation Stock Farms. At Wash- 
ington, Kansas, I saw Strong and 
Trumbo’s son of Sir Inka May, an in- 
dividual of exceptional promise; then, 
too, there is the Woodlawn son of Sir 
Inka May at Lincoln. 


Out at Lexington, Neb., the Ki- 
wanas Club entertained the Holstein 
calf club boys. There is good inter- 
est here and I saw some very nice cat- 
tle in this section. Most of the stuff 
I saw were milk wagons, and with the 
introduction of a little type in some 
of their sires they will soon be in a 
position to show some _ wonderful 
young stock. Many of the calves sired 
in a number of cases by University 
bulls in Nebraska show marked inn- 
provement jn type over their dams. 

In company with Mr. W. C. Farner, 
dairy specialist in Washington Couniy 
Kansas, I made several visits there 
and saw some great show prospects 
in that County. Since they are plan- 
ning on putting out a show herd it is 
probable that they will not care to 
sell any of these show prospects. In 
this County we saw no less than half 
a dozen very creditable cows, mostly 
bred to freshen at the wrong time for 
showing. Also visited Mr. E. P. Miller 
at Junction City, Kansas, and saw a 
splendid group of daughters of his 
bull. Mr. Miller has recently pur- 
chased a University of Nebraska buil 
to use on the daughters of his present 
sire that bas done him so much good 
in the past.

FARMERS TO HAVE WNATION- 
WIDE MARKET NEWS 
SERVICE 


Expansion of the agricultural 
market news services of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics through the 
establishment of additional field of- 
fices in the Pacific Northwest and 
South, extension of the leased tele- 
graph wire system, and increased ac- 
tivities at existing field offices en- 
gaged in the collection and dissem- 
ination of farm market news by radio, 
telegraph, the press, and by mail, has 
been announced by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. This ex- 
tension of the service was provided 
for by Congress in the appropriation 
act for the year beginning July 1, 
1929. 

Expansion of the bureau’s market 
news service includes extension of 
the leased wire system to Detroit, 
Cleveland, Nashville, Tenn.; Jackson, 
Miss.; New Orleans, Portland, Ore.; 
Seattle, Spokane, and Boise, Idaho. 
New offices will be opened in Detroit, 
Cleveland and New Orleans, for the 
purpose of collecting and disseminat- 
ing market reports on fruits and 
vegetables. Leased wire connections 
at Nashville, T’enn.; Jackson, Miss., 
and Boise, Idaho, will be for the pur- 
pose of distributing market reports 
on fruits and vegetables, dairy and 
poultry products, grain, hay and feed, 
and livestock. Through co-operative 
arrangements with the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in these States, 
the material available on the leased 
wire system will be disseminated from 
those points by State agencies by the 
use of the press, mail, radio and other 
feasible means. 

Extension of the leased wire service 
to the Pacific Northwest will make 
available to that important producing 
section comprehensive market reports 
on fruits and vegetables, dairy and 
poultry products, grain and hay, and 
livestock. A new office for report- 
ing fruits and vegetables and dairy 
and poultry products will be opened 
at Seattle. The fruit and vegetable 





news service will be expanded at 
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Spokane. The present bureau offices 
at Portland will be enlarged in order 
to expand materially the fruit ang 
vegetable market news service and the 
livestock service, and to develop a 
comprehensive market reporting gery- 
ice on dairy and poultry products and 
on grain and hay. 

The bureau contemplates also that 
the grain and hay market news sery- 
ice will be expanded by opening an 
office at San Antonio in order to 
serve the Southwest, and expects to 
station a representative of this sery- 
ice at San Francisco. It is also plan- 
ned to begin the reporting of locally 
dressed meats in New York and San 
Francisco, the present service at these 
points being limited to reporting 
shipped-in meats. Some additional 
clerical help will be furnished to cer- 
tain of the middle western livestock 
reporting offices. Reports on eggs 
and poultry will also be inaugurated in 
New York and Chicago. 


Expansion of the bureau’s market 
news service has been made neces- 
sary by the revolutionizing changes 
which have occurred in the produc- 
tion, marketing. and consumption of 
farm products in recent years. The 
period has been marked by a rapid 
commercial expansion in the fruits 
and vegetable industries in response 
to the large increase in the consump- 
tion of these products; the develop- 
ment of co-operative marketing in all 
lines of agricultural products with a 
consequent modernizing of marketing 
methods, and the enormous growth of 
cities with resultant congestion of 
market facilities. 


When the market news service was 
established by the Department of 
Agriculture nearly 15 years ago, the 
major portion of commercial farm 
products moved to consuming markets 
by rail, and it was a relatively easy 
task to keep tab on the volume of 
shipments and their disposal in 
market centers. A nation-wide sys- 
tem was established whereby division 
superintendents of railroads report to 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
the daily loadings and movements. 
Nowadays a large proportion of the 
farm supplies is moved by motor 
truck, and the volume of rail receipts 
alone is no longer representative of 
the entire market situation. The Fed- 
eral marketing experts are now at 
work on the problem of developing an 
adequate system of reporting truck as 
well as rail shipments and receipts. 


Formerly, practically all market 
milk was transported by rail, but now 
a large volume is moved in glass-lined 
motor truck tanks. Important shifts 
have occurred in production areas, 
especially in the dairy industry; the 
character of production in the live- 
stock industries has changed to meet 
modern consumer requirements for 
lighter weight cuts of meats; large 
commercial fruits and vegetables pro- 
ducing areas have been’ expanded, 
and new ones established. All these, 
together with the growth of the chain 
store system, the buyers for which 
make purchases direct at the farms 
and in some cases contract huge crops 
for shipment direct by motor truck 
and by rail, have made it necessary 
to develop new methods of market 
reporting if farmers are to be kept 
informed accurately regarding the 
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marketing situation in their own and 
competing areas. 

Completion of the market news ex- 
tension plans will place in daily op- 
eration more than 10,000 miles of 
jeased telegraph wires from Coast 
to Coast, into the Northwest, the 
Southwest, Southeast and South. 
Headquarters of the system are at 
Washington, D. C., where a battery 
of operators are in constant com- 
munication with the 40 branch offices 
which have drops from the leased 
wire. At any time of day each branch 
office and Washington headquarters 
have a complete report on prices, 
shipments, and the market situation 
in practically all the leading consum- 
ing markets of the country. Each 
office during the day secures wide 
dissemination of the local market 
conditions and conditions in compet- 
ing markets by means of radio, the 
press, telephone and mail. This 
system in conjunction with the bu- 
reau’s foreign crop and market news 
service makes it possible for farm- 
ers to obtain practically instantan- 
eous reports on the markets for all 
principal agricultural commodities. 





CARNATION ENLARGES RETAIL 
MILK ACTIVITIES 


Announcement is made of the con- 
solidation of five Seattle milk dis- 
tributors and an ice cream manufac- 
turing company as a part of the Car- 
nation enterprise. The new organ- 
ization is incorporated as the Carna- 
tion Farm Products Company with E. 
A. Stuart as president. The consoli- 
dation includes the Pure Milk and 
Mayflower companies previously pur- 
chased by Carnation and the Cres- 
cent, Jersey and West Seattle com- 
panies along with the Clark Ice 
Cream Company. Material benefits 
are expected to result from this con- 
solidation through better systema- 
tized supervision, uniform delivery 
service with less duplication of routes 
and uniform packages for various 
dairy products.

striving to raise it, and have succeed- 
ed in many individual cases, the test 
for the breed has remained fairly con- 
stant and our progress has come along 
the line of substantial increases in 
milk production. The better and more 
intelligent selection that may be pos- 
sible through the wider adoption of 
the herd test, may conceivably result 
in further definite improvement in the 
standard of the breed for milk produc- 
tion, with a better chance of increas- 
ing the percentage of fat, even though 
the experiences of past years are not 
particularly encouraging in this re- 
spect.
